Pastors and delegates of the above 
congregations gathered before the con- 
vention and President Jersild read the 
Office for the Reception of new con- 
gregations into Synod, to which the 
representatives responded. President 
Jersild bade the new members wel- 
come and wished them God’s richest 
blessing in Jesus’ name. 

Pastors Arthur Sorensen and Stan- 
ley Larsen were elected secretaries of 
the 57th Annual Convention.

cil.” Our share would be $10,884.00 
spread over six years.

000.00 be adopted and that we accept 
our proportionate share of $28,012.00.

The motions were carried. 

At the annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Lutheran Council a long range 
immigration program was considered 
at length as a cooperative activity. The 
following proposal comes for our con- 
sideration: “That approval be given 
to the provision for an on-going immi- 
gration service under the Division of 
Welfare, and that approval of the par- 
ticipating bodies of this new work be 
sought in accordance with the Coun- 
cil’s regular provisions.” The Coun- 
cil recommends: 

The adoption of the proposal of the 
National Lutheran Council to establish 
an immigration service under the Di- 
vision of Welfare. Motion carried.

Thursday Sessions 


Thursday morning Dr. Paul C. Em- 
pie, Executive Director of the National 
Lutheran Council, brought a message 
in which he described the distress of 
the world and the responsibility of the 
church to make a corporate witness 
such as we are doing in Lutheran 
World Action. 

Then the laymen met in a session by 
themselves in which they discussed the 
pension plan and other matters. It is 
interesting to sit in on the laymen. 
They are devoted to the cause of Christ 
and His church. 

While the laymen were meeting, the 
W.M.S. met for a preliminary business 
meeting. 150 delegates were present. 
The W.M.S. had another meeting and 
a banquet, but their secretary will lat- 
er present a report in the paper on 
these events. 

The pastors also met to take care of 
matters especially referred to them. 


A Man from China. In the afternocn 
Dr. Ralph Mortensen of the New York 
Bible Society gave a stirring message. 
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Dr. Mortensen has spent 35 years in 
China as a Lutheran Missionary. First 
he was sent by the Lutheran Free 
Church. Then he was in Lutheran 
Publication work, and for a number 
of years he has now been the repre- 
sentative of the American Bible So- 
ciety in the Far East. 


For about a year he was interned by 
the Japanese during their war on 
China. When the Communists moved 
in he and his wife were kept in Shang- 
hai. They were not jailed, but they 
were watched and not permitted to 
leave. They were there three years 
and eight months, during which time 
Dr. Mortensen worked in the interest 
of the Bible Society, preached in the 
churches, and served the people in 
every way possible. 

Dr. Mortensen has an intimate knowl- 
edge of China, and he certainly knows 
the way the communists work. He and 
his wife got out last January, two years 
and one day after they had applied for 
it. 


The afternoon session was devoted 
to several matters such as a report of 
the Hymnal and Liturgical Commis- 
sion. 


By the way, we are informed that 
the Church at Portland, Oregon, where 
the Rev. iS. C. Kloth is pastor, is the 
first church in the synod to place their 
order for the new hymnal, which will 
be published jointly by the National 
Lutheran Council Churches. 

Pastor N. B. Hansen reported for the 
Foreign Mission Board. 


Members of the School Board report- 
ed for Dana College and Trinity Sem- 
inary. A great deal of Thursday after- 
noon was devoted to the discussion of 
the School. 

The General Committee was elected. 
Pastors M. G. Christensen, Donald Han- 
sen, Adolph Kloth, and Mr. Marius Ohl- 
sen and Mr. Victor Petersen became 
members. The duty of this committee 
is to review any matters referred to it 
during the convention. 


Dana College Night Held 


With Dr. R. E. Morton presiding, 
Dana Night was held Thursday eve- 
ning. Speaking on the topic, “Dana’s 
Place and Contribution in Today’s 
World Conditions,” four speakers, Ann 
Harms, Jim Hansen, Bob Hogzett and 
Paul Peterson, presented their ideas. 
All were agreed that a college such as 
Dana serves a definite need in our so- 
ciety to bring forth Christian leader- 
ship. 

Dr. Morton spoke on “What’s Ahead

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The Home Mission Board 

The report of the Home Mission 
Board was given by Pastor K. M. Mat- 
thiesen. The report and the following 
amended resolutions were adopted: 


“REORGANIZATION. According to 
Resolution No. 21 passed by the Board 
of Home Missions at their annual meet- 
ing in February the resolutions of Re- 
organization were referred to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee for final report to 
the convention. In line with the above 
the Executive Committee set up the 
resolutions on Reorganization to read 
as follows: 

“In order to obtain a greater out- 
reach through Home Missions, and a 
closer co-ordination of effort through- 
out the Synod, we recommend to the 
Convention that: 

1. All Home Mission endeavors in 
Synod shall be under the direction of 
the Board of Home Missions. 

2. The District Board, in conjunction 
with the Board of Home Missions, shall 
have supervisory authority over all 
Home Mission work within its jurisdic- 
tion. 

3. All fields initiated either by a Dis- 
trict Board or a local congregation shall 
be processed through the Board of 
Home Missions. 

4. (a) Synod shall adopt a unified 
Home Mission Budget sufficient to fi- 
nance the whole Home Mission pro- 
gram. (b) In addition to the regular 
budget the gathering or donating of 
supplemental funds for Home Missions 
by individuals, congregations or dis- 
tricts is encouraged. 

5. The support to all Home Mission 
work shall be channeled through the 
Board of Home Missions to the District 
Treasurer who shall disperse these a- 
mounts according to allotments made 
by said Board. 

6. Any of the provisions of the rules 
and regulations of the Board of Home 
Missions which are in conflict with 
the above shall be hereby abrogated. 

7. When there is a difference of opin- 
ion of the District Board and the Syn- 
odical Home Mission Board, final de- 
cision shall be with the Synodical 
Church Council.” Motion carried.

nissionaries can often name the indi- 
fidual who challenged their minds and 


hearts to take up the calling of Christ 
to preach and teach. What about the 
great calling of today to service in a 
society very much in need? Will you 
be the person who challenged John or 
Mary to accept Christ’s call to social 
service for the Church? 

Did you know that there are over 
400 Lutheran agencies and institutions 
in the United States and that increas- 
ingly these organizations are seeking 
trained workers for their staff? In 
general, social workers have the choice 
of casework, institutional work, group 
work, or as agency executives, super- 
visors and superintendents of institu- 
tions. Ten thousand students are need- 
ed each year to enter schools of social 
work in order to begin to meet the 
need. There are openings in every 
section of the country. 

Social work deals with people in 
trouble. Special training is needed to 
develop the art of helping people to 
help themselves. A liberal arts course 
in college is a requirement in training, 
with at least 18 to 20 credits in the So- 
cial Sciences: Sociology, Psychology, 
Economics, Political Science and His- 


tory. Following college there are 


schools of social work with one- or 


two-year courses which fit the person 
for positions of responsibility in the 
social work field. Here both class- 
room and field work are combined. 

There are unlimited opportunities 
open in this field, and the satisfactions 
for the social worker are great. How- 
ever, before one can know that social 
work is the field he or she should 
pursue, it is well to consider the fol- 
lowing traits of personality within one- 
self: good health, sense of humor, spir- 
itual strength, emotional maturity, and 
love of people. 


In order to help students receive the 
extensive education necessary in the 
training of a social worker, several Lu- 
theran (Church bodies have set up 
scholarship funds which are available 
to college graduates interested in grad- 
uate study of social work. 


You pastors and adults who come in 
contact with our fine young people, 
urge and encourage them to carefully 
and prayerfully consider social work 
as a calling to Christian service now.
